Wheal is an excellent hn^ 
feed and can be used as the only 
source of grain Wheat is a very 
gfHxl cattle feed up to about 50 
per cent of the total concentrate 
ration 
On a per bushel basis wheat 
has a value equal to 110 to 115 
per cent of tliat of corn Wheat 
has an equal up to 5 per cent 
greater value than corn for up 
to 50 per cent of the total 
concentrate ration for cattle 
In general, wheat is slightly 
more palatable than corn for 
hogs, slightly less palatable for 
cattle. Should be processed by

The sure way to avoid a case 
of poison ivy is to recc^nize and

In Missoun poison ivy exi.sts 
as a vine or shrub Leaflets are 
usually a glossy green and liave 
one of thet* types of margins 
smooth, tootfied. or slightly 
lobed

All parts of the poison ivy 
plant are irritating to the skin 
All piirts of the body which 
come in contact with poison ivy 
should be washed with soap and 
water If the irnlation becomes 
serious, a (hntor should be 
seen 
TIm* clothing worn at the time 
of exposure should bv washt*d 
thoroughly 
and 
separately 
before wearing again 
Although piHson ivy plants 
can 
be controlU*<l by

chopping the best way is to 
sprav with a herbicide

with bags or cloth flaps that 
will get some in.secticide on the 
animal’s head when they eat 
mineral Wliat about insecticide

Several 
different commercial minerals 
are available with insecticides 
that kill fly larvae that hatch in 
manure Each company has a 
different trade name for their

H ow ever,

phenotfiiazine or ronnel Either 
of these chemicals will do a 
goixl job of killing fly larvae if 
the cow eats mineral every day 
Cows do not eat mineral every 
day. ALso, horn flies will travel a 
quarter of a mile and face flies 
will travel a mile

method of fly control costs up 
to $8 per cow, and does less 
tlian sprays, dust bags and back- 
rubbers. 
Use I per cent Dioxathion. 1 
per cent Ronnel or 5 per cent 
Toxaphene and recharge back- 
rubbers every two weeks for 
beef cattle fly control. 


Pink Rye 
Pink 
eye 
is

pre.sence known in the area. 
Since pink eye is contagious, it 
will spread through a herd 
rapidly and calves with serious 
cases may become blind This 
causes 
considerable 
loss 
in 
pounds of beef, because calves 
that get pink eye will not do 
well 
This disease 
may be 
spread by contact with infected 
animals, and face flies also 
spread the infection. Infected 
cattle get more irritation from 
tall grass, weeds, flies, sunlight, 
etc 
There seems to be two strains 
of pink eye. and they are 
difficult to control There are 
times when IB R symptoms may 
be mistaken for pink eye. 


Pink eye and IBR viruses 
cannot 
be 
controlled 
with 
insecticides designed to control 
fly problems. You can control 
IB R with vaccines (use killed 
vaccine form) on open cows, 
(’alves may be vaccinated prior

If you get pink eye problems, 
you should isolate those that are 
infected from the herd as soon 
as possible Treat the eye with 
corn-biotic 
and 
protect

infected eye with a canvas patch 
held in place over the eye with 


livestcKk tag cement. Spray the

patch will slay on about seven 
to ten days and by that time the

Soybean Problems 
We 
have 
had 
some 
encounters with seed rots and 
the common .seedling disease 
was Rhizix'tonia Soybeans are 
it'sourcefiil in adaptir^ to these 
injuries If populations have not 
been thinned t(X) drastically, 
most fields will make up for a 
few lost plants. 
Herbicide injuries have been 
reported 
Some heavy 
rains 
drove certain herbicides down 
into the root zone in a few cases 
resulting in injury to tlie roots 
There have been other cast*s in 
which 
we 
could 
suspect 
a 
residue 
influence

former year Herbicide injuries 
are not easy to evaluate because 
they can be complicated by 
diseases and other disorders.

Spider Mites 
Spider mites 
have caused 
some browning of evergreen 
needles. The warmer, drier 
weather apparently has caused

Infested plants usually are “ off 
iolor" or dull green instead of 
the bright green of healthy 
plants. 
To 
check 
for

infestation, hold a white cloth 
or piece of paper beneath a 
small branch of the plant with 
one hand and with the other 
hand strike the branch sharply 
to jar off the mites
